WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—Albert 
B. Fall of Three Rivers, N. M., was 
fcind guilty today of accepting, 
when Secretary of the Intérior un- 
der President Harding, a bribe of 
$100,000 from Edward L. Doheny, the 
Los Angeles oil operator. In. con- 
sideration for this bribe, the govern- 
ment charged, Mr. Fall leased to Mr. 
Doheny the Elk Hills naval oil re- 
serve in Southérn California. 

Mr. Fall is the first member of an 
American Cabinet to be adjudged a 
felon by a jury of his fellow-citizens. 

Under Section 117 of the Criminal 
Code, Fall may be sent to prison for 
not exceeding three years, or fined 
three times the amount of the bribe 
charged in the indictment, or both. 
In this instance the fine would be, 
if the maximum were imposed, 
$300,000. 

Jn addition, the law provides that 
a public official convicted of bribery 
shall be forever debarred from hold- 
ing public office or other positions 
of trust or honor in the government 
of the United States.

Mark Thompson, Fall’s personal 
secretary and lifetime friend, turned 
ashen pale and then slumped to the 
floor.

Never very strong 
physically, there were some who 
thought he was dying. 

Fall alone remained calm. Once 
he wiped his eyes, and those near 
him said there was a tear or two in 
evidence. This was when he saw 
his wife on her way to his side. 

Edward L. Doheny, who must now 
go to trial to answer an indictment 
naming him as the giver of the bribe, 
was seated next to Fall when Fore- 
man Notris proclaimed the verdict 
of guilty. Doheny knew what was 
coming and was prepared for the 
shock. He was a striking contrast 
to Fall. Fall’s face was ashen. Do- 
heny’s was red, almost to the point 
of crimson. He was mad. clear 
through.

Negotiations which have been car- 
ried on for several weeks by the Na- 
tional City Company with a view to 
forming the largest, holding company 
for food and drug manufacturing 
units in the world, have been com- 
pleted, it was learned yesterday. The 
new company, which is as yet un- 
named,. will bring together the 
Kraft-Phenix Cheese Corporation, 
the Hershey Chocolate Corporation 
and the Colgate-Palmolive-Peet Com- 
pany.

Some Big Speculators Hard Hit. 


That many thousands of specula- 
tors, big and little, have been com- 
pletely wiped out is evident. That 


many readjustments are yet to be 
made in financial positions also is 
true. Reports that some of the big- 
est speculators have been very 
Cadly crippled and that some have 
been taken over by their bankers 
are also believed to be true, although 
impossible of definite confirmation. 
The Detroit crowd of speculators 
had been hard hit. The ‘‘Big Ten, 
a@ group of speculators from all parts 
of the country who. have’ bulled the 
market successfully and in a big 
way for more than.two years, has 
at least been seriously crippled. 

Most of these accounts went by the 
boards in the debacle of Thursday, 
and there was considerable selling of 
the distress variety yesterday, ut 
such stocks as were sold were ‘not 
senselessly dumped: on the market 
for what they would bring, as on the 
previous day, but; were cautiously 
passed out at fixed valuations. One 
of the biggest of the Curb operators 
was so badly Hurt that he has been 
obliged to withdraw from all com- 
mitments.’ but- he took his losses ‘in 
characteristic fashion.

Conferees Find Sentiment Altered 
and | Feel’ Buying Power They 
Promised Will Not-Be Needed. 





Secure in the knowledge that the 
most powerful banks in. the country 
stood ‘ready to avert a recurrence of 
the demoralization which struck the 
stock market on Thursday, the fi- 
nancial’ community relaxed its anx- 
iety yesterday and concluded that 
‘the party was over.’’ It was defi- 
nitely learned that the group of five 
great banking institutions which 
came to the rescue of the stock mar- 
ket on Thursday had agreed to fur- 
nish a backlog of. buying power 
against the danger of another ava- 
lanche of selling. Nor are these five 
institutions alone in their stand. The 
group has received offers from other 
banking institutions of a sum of 
money far in excess of $100,000,000 
to use at their discretion in support 
of the market. 

Only a small part of the funds at 
their disposal has been used, it was 
learned, and the group yesterday 
found that sufficient buying power 
had accumulated as the result. of the 
change of sentiment overnight to 
permit trading on the Stock Ex- 
change to proceed naturally. So far 
from having to take stock in order 
to support prices, the group is un- 
derstood to have disposed yesterday 
of most of its purchases of the pre- 
vious day in order to strengthen fur- 
ther its position. 


Meet Again in Morgan Office. 


At the close of the day the bank- 
ers reconvened at the offices of J. P. 
Morgan & Co. to discuss the situa-

First Public Coalition. 


Although Wall Street has often in 
the past heard stories of organized 
banking support, this is the first in- 
stance in which the financial com- 
munity .has.definitely known of such 
a coalition and of its exact person- 
nel. Under the influence of the 
knowledge -Wall Street’s drooping 
spirits revived and among leading 
financiers there was a disposition to 
view the events of the past few days 
as little calculated to work serious 
injury to the prosperity of the 
country. : - 4 : 

The meeting of the bankers yester- 
day afternoon, which took place at 
4:30 and lasted until shortly after 5. 
was in marked contrast to the hur- 
ried conference at noon Thursday 
when stock market prices were 
crashing. 

The bankers met yesterday after 
the close of a market which had 
returned to orderly trading, had 
shown sufficient strength actually, to 
take stock from the pool rather than 
lean’ upon its: support. The mem- 
bers of the group expressed them- 
selves as completely satisfied and it 
was indicated that there would prob- 
ably be no moré conferences this 
week. 

The purpose .of the meeting was 
primarily for an exchange of views 
and information, but it was consid- 
ered likely in Wall Street that plans 
for the. future were taken up. and 
definite steps determined upon in the 
event of a recurrence of the decline. 

The coalition of six banks is known 
to have the complete support of the 
rest of the banking community. and, 
in addition to the enormous re- 
sources represented by the institu- 
tions involved, has at its disposa!

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—Senator 
Glass of Virginia said today that he 
would offer his bill assessing a 5 per 
cent tax on stock transfers made 
within sixty days, as a ‘‘rider’’ to 
the pending tariff bill. He has been 
sounding sentiment on the proposal 
for some time, and now finds, he 
said, that several Senators who orig- 
inally opposed such a-tax are willing 
to accept it as a remedy to curb 
stotk speculatidn. °° * 

The tax of 5: per cent would be im: 
posed on the value of the stock 
transferred. It is estimated it would 
be a large revenue producer when 
stock transfers are as heavy as at 
the present, Those who oppose the 
tax say that it would place a too 
heavy burden on stock transfers. 

Senator Glass began his agitation 
for such @ tax early last Summer, 
but it did: not, commend itself to the 
Senate. He now feels that the stock 
market has presented a_ situation 
where the Eenate must consider his 
proposal. 

In the Senate today Senator King 
questioned Senator Norbeck, chair- 
man of the Banking and Currency 
Committee, as to action on his resolu- 
tion for an investigation into the 
Federal Reserve System.

This is 10 per cent 
greater than it was in 1928, the best 
previous year.

“Greater output, of course, 
gratifying to every steel man.

“This fundamentally sound condi- 
tion is largely responsible for the 
uniform prosperity which has been 
shared by all branches and all com- 
anies in the industry.

for steel, enlarged output and lower 
costs. 

“There has been some slight in- 
crease in prices, but on the whole 
prices have been largely stabilized 
and held on an even keel. Here cer- 
tainly is concrete evidence that when 
the whole steel industry within itself 

ractices sound business principles, 
he resulting benefits are shared by 
every element in it. 


Benefits of Stability. 


“Steel consumers as well as pro- 
ducers have benefited from this sta- 
bility because it has enabled them 
to operate their business on a firm 


non-speculative basis. Throughout 
the year sound buying methods have 
revailed. Steel has been purchased 
or current consumption. No big in- 
ventories have been built up. At the 
moment there is a slight let-up in 
demand, but we are in this fortunate 
osition, that because prices are stab- 
lized and contain no element of in- 
flation there is no reason to give 
ground on prices whatever slight but 
inevitable fluctuations may occur in 
demand. In other words, it would 
be unfortunate if we were to let such 
fluctuations disturb the healthy bal- 
ance which has been established.

Moreover, it is 
quite as ethical and necessary for the 
steel industry to think in terms of 
stabilized profits as it is to. strive 
for stability in other respects. It is 
high time we scrapped the idea that 
the steel business must be either a 
prince or a pauper.”’

ed that the steel industry should 

mindful of costs in order to make 
its efforts ‘‘permanently effective.’’ 
He held that it would ‘‘forestall an 
unsound price structure.”’ 
“Competitive -prices,’’ he  con- 
tinued, ‘‘fail to yield proper return 
because they do not give adequate 
consideration to costs. I cannot ad- 
vocate too strongly; therefore, a con- 
sideration at this time of the advan- 
tages of uniform cost accounting 
principles applied to the steel in- 
dustry.”’ 


Extension of Steel Uses. 


Mr. Schwab pointed out that the 
accelerated consumption of steel was 


due, first, to extension and replace- 
ment of steel in the building trades, 
in. “the automobile industry, in the 
railroad field and in connection with 
highways, bridges, pipe lines and 
similar projects, and, second, to the 
growing demand for steel for new 
uses. He said the future of the steel 
industry was dependent upon the 
prosperity of the people generally, 
and in that connection he said it 
was gratifying to him that ‘labor 
generally is enjoying good wages.’’ 

“Labor as a whole is fully em- 
ployed today,’’ he esserted, adding 
that it was just as necessary to have 
stability in the labor structure as in 
every other phase of the steel in- 
dustry. 

“If the equilibrium between prc- 
duction and consumption is main- 
tained,’’ he continued, ‘‘there is nc 
reason, in my opinion, why our 
‘resent prosperity should not con- 
inue indefinitely. Fundamentally 
there is every reason why the use of 
steel will increase. The per capita 
consumption is growing rapidly. Steel 
is finding its way into many new 
fields, and through its adaptability, 
economy and its elemental security 
is supplying a service which no other 
metal can perform.” 


Farrell Deplores Pessimism. 


“T think if-we can follow the pre- 
cepts laid down by Mr. Schwab in

Retail Sales Increase. 

“Distribution—Freight car loadings 
increased by slightly less than the 
usual’ seasonal amount in September, 
and continued to be larger than a 
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Bureau of Labor Statistics. Prices 
of meats and livestock declined cin- 
siderably, while prices of grains 9d- 
vanced. The prices of raw silk, cot- 
ton and. cotton goods were higher in 
September, and the price of coal in- 
creased, while prices of iron and 
steel products, tin, gasoline and ce- 
ment were lower. During the first 
three weeks:of October: prices de- 
clined for a considrable number of 
commodities, including wheat. flour,

Bank Loans Slightly Higher. 
*‘Bank Credit—Between the middle

“Open market rates on bankers’ 
acceptances and’ on prime commer- 
cial paper were unchanged during 
the last half of September and the 
first three weeks of October.

23 rates on bankers’ acceptances de- 
clined by Ja rer cent to a 5 per cent 
level for the principal maturities. 
Rates on demand and‘time loans on 
securities. declined during the first 
half of October. 


Commerce Survey Optimistic. 


The Commerce Department’s week- 
ly survey said: 

“Commercial transactions during 
the ‘week ended Oct. 19. 2s indicated 
by the volume of cnecks presented 
to the banks’ for payment, were 
smaller than in the preceding week, 
but showed a gain over the corre- 
sponding period of 1928. The produc- 
tion of bituminous coal during the 
latest reported week showed gains 
over both the previous week and the 
same period a year ago.

“‘There have been many changes in 
economic conditions since these stat- 
utes were passed and much discus- 
sion has arisen as to whether some 
modification of them ise desired to 
meet modern business condition. 

“The anti-trust laws are founded 
on the proposition that avenues of 
industrial opportunity must be kept 
open as far as possible to the initia- 
tive of the individual citizen. The al- 
ternative is bureaucratic regulation. 
That is not an attractive alternative. 


Expresses Faith in Courts. 
“Changes in business conditions 
and methods of marketing, vertical 
trusts, chain stores and other mod- 
ern developments have come thick 
and fast, and have been somewhat 
confusing to those dealing with the 


anti-trust laws, but I have no doubt 
that the principles contained in these

The $1,000,000,000 plan for traffic 
relief just received by the Board of 
Estimate from Day & Zimmerman, 
Philadelphia traffic engineers, repre- 
sents either a useless paper plan 
which the city has-no funds to place 
in effect or else a scheme to deliver 
the thoroughfares of the city into 
the hands of public utility com- 

anies, Fiorello H. La uardia, 

epublican-Fusion candidate for 
Mayor, charged yesterday: 

His accusations were made in a 
talk before the Cit Club at a 
luncheon: at 55 West Forty-fourth 
Street and in a statement to the 
press. Mr. La Guardia told the City 
Club that the city’s bonded indebt- 
edness now amounts to °$750,000,000 
and added that the city had com- 
mitted itself to an indebtedness of 
about $400,000,000 or  $500,000,000 
more. 

‘“‘Where are the funds coming from 
for this proposed traffic plan?’’ Any 

erson can think up fine measures 
or traffic relief and it doesn’t re- 
quire a great deal of ability to draw 
maps showing those plans. But to 
place the schemes into effect is an- 
other matter. 

“The city of New York is in a seri- 
ous financial condition. Real diffi- 
culties lie ahead if the next Citv Ad- 
ministration tries to go on spending 
as the last one has done. The next 
administration must take positive 
steps to work out a sound financial 
policy for the city and that is what 
I intend to do. 

“It is all very well to bring out a 
traffic relief plan on paper in Octo- 
ber before election. But what does 
the present administration plan to 
do with it? Place it in a drawer after 
election to -bring out again in a 
slightly different form four years 
hence?’’ 


Criticizes Utilities Connections, 


In his statement to the press, he 
asked: ‘‘Are the improvements in 
the Day & Zimmerman plan to be

Asserts Trunk Sewer Was Laid to 
130-Acre Swamp Tract Near 
Connolly Development. 


Arnold Rothstein, the gambler, 
whose murder a year ago. still re- 
mains unsolved, was presented last 
night by Fiorello H. La Guardia, Re- 
publican-fusion nominee for Mayor, 
in the. new réle of a real estate pro- 
moter on a large. scale and the 
founder of a phantom village near 
Maspeth in Queens, located on waste 
and desolate swamp lands and com- 
posed of forty-eight flimsy six-family 
houses. These houses, he declared, 
were never intended for dwelling 
purposes, but erected solely to create 
fictitious values for mulcting the city 
when the land should be wanted for 
street openings and other public pur- 
poses. 

According to Mr. La Guardia, the 
houses in Rothstein’s village had 
been ‘‘secretly surveyed’”’ by an ex- 
pert who had pronounced every 
structural part of the houses in vio- 
lation of building ordinances, while 
another builder had expressed amaze- 
ment that ‘‘they were standing up 
at all.’’ He said that if any plans 
had been filed at all, as the law re- 
quires, there could not have beén 
the careful inspection demanded by 
law after construction began, the 
only inference being, Mr. La Guardia 
said, that there had been connivance 
by politicians and public officials in 
the project. 


Says Sewers Were Laid. 


Mr. La Guardia further advanced 
as evidence that the murdered 


gambler in his real estate venture 
had been closely associated wits 
Tammany politicians and public offi- 
cials, that while the land still was 
uninhabited and undeveloped the 
Board of Estimate had authorized the 
laying of an eight-foot sewer connect- 
ing up with the Rothstein realty 
holdings, which were close to a tract 
owned by former Borough President 
Maurice Connolly and other Queer3 
politicians. —— to Mr. La 
Guardia, it was the fact that there 
had been such political investments 
in adjoining land which led Roth- 
stein-to pick out this barren waste 
for his development. The candidate 
said that the gambler had first be- 
come interested in Queens real estate 
through former Borough President 
Joseph Cassidy, who has since died. 

Mr. La Guardia spoke last night at 
nine meetings in Brooklyn and spoke 
during the day at the City Club, 
where a luncheon was given to the 
three city candidates on the Repub- 
lican-Fusion ticket, and at a meet- 
ing of the Musical Mutual Protective 
Union at 210 East LEighty-sixth

His Brooklyn meetings were at the 
Highland Park Branch of the Y. M.

Grand Assembly Hall, Grand and 
Havemeyer Streets;.

In his speech Mr. La Guardia said 
that while Rothstein had been de- 
picted by the police and the District 
Attorney as a common ge pl and 
master of the underworld, they had 
purposely concealed their knowledge 
that he maintained close business 
relations with public officials high 
in the councils of Tammany.. As a 
real estate promoter, Mr. La Guardia 
said, the murdered gambler was ‘‘do- 
ing business with the administra- 
tion’’ and was closely associated in 
his ventures with prominent Tam- 
many politicians and public officials. 

His first real estate venture in 
Queens, Mr. La Guardia stated, was 
taking a mortgage on property belong- 
ing to Cassidy near Maspeth. Near 
by was land owned by Connolly and 
one of Connolly’s associates in realty 
promotion, Daniel Shea, former 
postmaster of Jamaica. The Cassidy 
mortgage, Mr. La Guardia said, was 
held in the name of the Arnold Hold- 
ing Company, which Rothstein con- 
trolled. He said it was the land 
holdings of Connolly and Shea that 
first had aroused the interest of the 
gambler. 


Says Rothstein Had 130 Acres. 


“At the time of his death,” sald 


r. La Guardia, ‘‘after purchases 
begun in 1918, his company owned 
about 130 acres, forty large or eighty 
normal city blocks, in close proxim- 
ity to the Connolly and Cassidy es- 
tate holdings. 

“Rothstein and Connolly were 
friends. It became their common 
interest to boom this property, which 
was mostly waste, desolate swamp- 
land. Improvements at public ex- 
pense were considered and an eight- 
foot sewer projected. This is one of 
the famous Connolly-Phillips lock- 
joint sewers which caused their 
downfall. An eight-foot main line 
trunk sewer laid to waste, uninhabit- 
ed land could be useful for one pur- 
pose only, and that was to provide 
means of draining this swampland 
and boosting values at public ex- 
pense.”’ 

La Guardia said the sewer project 
first was broached in 1923. It was 
adopted by the loc-1 board of public 
improvements of which Benjamin 
Marvin, now a Ci 
pointed by Mayor Walker, was chair- 
man. Mr. Marvin also was Connolly’s 
Superintendent of Public Works. The 
sewer plan was adopted, Major La 
Guardia said, although not one of 
the petitioners was along the line of: 
the sewer. 

The official report to the Board of 
Estimate, La Guardia said, was made 
in 1927 and attached to it was a re- 
port from the City Engineer that the 
sewer was ‘‘urgently t.eeded.’”’ After 
formal approval of the sewer, the 
Rothstein company leased the prop- 
erty to the Queens

“Tt is an interesting coincidence,”’ 
continued Mr. Enright, ‘‘that on the 
night Marlow was lured to his death 
Angelo Yale, brother of the murdered 
gang leader, drove to ‘Little Augie’s’ 
headquarters at Fourth Avenue and 
Union Street in his Lincoln sedan, in 
which rode four men beside himself. 

‘““‘Little Augie’ came out of his 
speakeasy and entered Yale’s car, 
while Yale got into ‘Little Augie’s’ 
canary yellow roadster and trailed 
the sedan, for ‘Little. Augie’ never 
goes an an important mission with- 
out having some one to trail his car 
for protection, About the time that 
Marlow was’ receiving the telephone 
call which summoned him: from ‘the 
restaurant where he was dining to 
his death, the canary yellow roadster 
was seen in the vicinity of the Penn- 
sylvania Station. 

‘Later that night—the night Mar- 
low was killed—the chauffeur of a 
yellow taxicab was driven off the 
road near the spot where later Mar- 
low’s body was found. The next day 
Angelo Yale and ‘Little Augie’ ap- 
peared in Buffalo.’’ 

Mr. Enright announced yesterday 
the second of his fisancial support- 
ers. He named Dr. Robert Good, 
dental specialist, of 22 West ap 
ninth Street, who contributed $1, 
and is expected to contribute $4,000 
more.

“PROPOSED BY ARON

Harold G. Aron, Republican-Fusion 
nominee for Controller, in a speech 
last night at Public School 35, Lewis 
Avenue and Decatur Street, Brook- 
lyn, said that, owing to extravagant 
campaign promises and unscientific 
firiancing, this city in the immediate 
future would, be confronted with the 
necessity of finding new sources of 
revenue. He said that he favored a 
general license tax on_ business, 
which, hé declared, would bring in 
sufficient money to maintain - the 
Police and Fire Departments.

“The privilege of carrying on busi- 
ness in the city of New York is com- 
mercially of great value and there is, 
in my opinion, a legitimate and 
proper place for the license fee as a 
source of municipal revenue, entirely 
consistent with the theory of taxa- 
tion according to benefits received. 
The city of Birmingham has proved 
this with a balanced budget and re- 
sultant surplus.

Leaders Dissatisfied With Cam- 
paign Chief, it Is Alleged—Cox 
Pledges Road Improvements. 





Considerable elation was expressed 
yesterday at the headquarters of 


Borough President George U. Harvey 
of Queens, Republican candidate for 
re-election, over reports of renewed 
dissension among the Democrats, 
which the Harvey supporters believe 
will injure the candidacy of County 
Clerk Edward W. Cox, Democratic 
nominee for Borough President. 

These reports, said to have been 
brought in by Democrats who have 
access to the party headquarters in 
Long Island City but who sympathize 
with Mr. Harvey, declare that the 
publication of an endorsement of the 
Queens Democratic ticket by former 
Borough President Maurice E. Con- 
nolly has caused trouble. Another re- 
port is that some of the Democratic 
leaders were dissatisfied with the 
work of Stanley Fowler, campaign 
manager, and that Mr. Fowler is no 
longer in charge of the management 
of the Democratic campaign. 

‘‘We learn that Theofel in repudiat- 
ing Connolly stated that Connolly 
did not want Cox, but backed Repre- 
sentative William F. Brunner for the 
Democratic nomination for Borough 
President,’’ said Frederick Sasse, 
Mr. Harvey’s campaign manager. 
‘“‘Mr. Brunner, who has been sup- 
porting the Democratic organization 
ticket since the primary, is said to 
have resented this.’’ 

Confirmation of the report that Mr. 
Fowler had quit as campaign man- 


ager could not be obtained at Demo- 
cratic headquarters, but it was 
learned that he had not been there 
for two days. 

Mr. Cox continued his campaign 
last nigat by speaking at eight meet- 
ings. In all his talks he emphasized 
the importance of public impruve- 
ments for Queens and declared that 
his greatest effort would be to get 
the borough better streets and road- 
ways. 

“Some of our roadways should 
really be State nighwere, * Mr. Cox 
said. ‘‘This can be brought about 
only by a fighting Borough President 
who will be willing to go to Albany 
and fight for State highways. Most 
of the Queens muin roads should be 
paid for by a 50 per cent assessment 
upon the city of New York, 30 per 
cent upon the borough and 20 per 
cent upon the abutting property own- 
ers.

Nationalists Order 12 Planes From 
America—Trouble With Reds 
Expected to Continue. 





HANKOW, Oct. 25 UP).—The rebel- 
lious Kuominchun, or _ People’s 
Army, failed today in a second at- 
tack upon the Nationalist Govern- 
ment forces at Chengchow, Honan 
province. 

While widespread fighting continues 
in Central China, it was reported 
that Governor Yen HUHsi-shan of 
Shensi province, who declared his 
neutrality, had agreed to mediate be- 
tween the warring factions. Nation- 
alist Government officials, it is un- 
dezsotood, are trying hard to settle 

eaceably the armed revolt which 
fas spread to several provinces. 

To build a war chest, however, the 
government has assessed the people 
of the tri-cities Wuchang, Hankow 
and Hanyang, a half-million Mexican 
dollars—$250,000 in gold money. Such 
levies, totaling one million Mexican 
dollars, within a month are difficult 
for the people to pay. 


Nanking Orders Planes. 


SHANGHAI, Oct. 25 (#).—The 
Nationalist Government today placed 
a rush order for twelve Vought- 


Corsair military airplanes for pos- 
sible use in the civil war it is waging 
against the Kuominchun. 

The planes are to be shipped from 
New York at the earliest possible 
date. The order totals $400,000 gold. 

Earl Baskey of St. Louis, a repre- 
sentative of the manufacturers, said 
this was the largest single order of 
American planes ever sold in China. 

The planes will carry machine guns 
and bomb loads of 1,000 pounds each. 
They are expected to play a promi- 
nent part in maintaining the au- 
thority of the Nationalist Govern- 
ment. 


The purchase by the Nationalist 
Government of twelve Vought Cor- 
sairs was confirmed here yesterday. 
The planes, which are the same type 
as used by the Unitéd States Navy 
for observation, light bombing and 
battle planes and by the Marine 
Corps in Nicaragua, are being built 
at the Long Island factory of the 
Chance Vought Corporation. The 
sale to the Chinese Government was 
made through the’ United~ Aircraft

Must Have Rest—Socialists 
Demand Opportunity.

PARIS, Oct. 25.—President Dou- 
mergue asked the Radical-Socialist 
leader, Edouard Daladier, today to 
undertake the task of forming a gov- 
ernment and the latter asked time 
until 3 o’clock tomorrow afternoon to 
consider his reply. From the Elysée 
Palace M. Daladier returned at once 
to Rheims where he received an en- 
thusiastic reception from his party’s 
convention. 

It is not certain that M. Daladier 
will be able to inform President 
Doumergue tomorrow that he will 
accept the task of forming a Cabinet. 
Two factors have arisen which make 
his task more difficult than appeared 
likely. Former Premier Briand has 
refused to enter any Cabinet, declar- 
ing that he needs a rest. That will 
certainly entail a slight withdrawal 
of support from the moderate Right 
and leave a Radical-Socialist Cabinet 
exposed to attack from that quarter. 


Socialists Want to Rule. 


The Socialists, on whose support 
a Radical-Socialist Cabinet must de- 
pend for its existence, are far from 
pleased at the attitude the Radical- 


Socialists took toward them yester- 
day’and are clamoring loudly that 


they are ready to form a ministry 
themselves. Leon Blum, Socialist 
leader, informed the President yes- 
terday that his party was quite will- 
ing and ready to assume power and 
today, in all party newspapers and 
declarations, the Socialists are pro- 
claiming the time has come for 
them to take the leadership, sup- 
ported by the Radical-Socialists, and 
refuse the réle of supporters of the 
Radical-Socialists. 

The Socialists have never held of- 
fice in France and the fact that La- 
bor has governed in England and 
that Socialists have formed Cabinets 
in Germany, Austria and elsewhere 
has made them sensitive. They be- 
lieve that if they can escape for a 
short time a defeat by the Opposition 
it will enormously strengthen their 
position at the next elections and 
weaken the Radical-Socialists. 

M. Daladier, therefore, is likely to 
find his position somewhat coinpli- 
cated. If he is to succeed he must be 
prepared for a fight on all sides and 
| act with great audacity. By the sud- 
jden demand of the Socialists for 
power the Radical-Socialist position 








as leader of: the Left is being chal- 
ages, It. is a challenge which the 
party can scarcely refuse to accept, 
even if it means risking a very. short- 
lived ministry. : 

Meanwhile the Right has not yet 
given - the hope of being eventually 
successful in the str le for office. 
Looked at arithmetically, neither the 
Radical-Socialists nor the Socialists 
have any chance of holding office at 
any time in the present Chamber. 
The former number only 125 and the 
latter 100 in the Chamber, which 
has 607 Deputies. 

Both would have to depend on the 
‘‘Left Radical’ party, which numbers 
53, and on the Republican Socialists, 
who number 31, and one word from a 
Centre Deputy such as George Man- 
del, who was most largely reaper 
sible for M. Briand’s defeat on es- 
day, would send the whole structure 
tumbling. 

The Right and Centre would have 
difficulty in forming any lasting ma- 
jority as the Radical-Socialists have 
already declared they will remain 
opposed to any concentration of 
which they are not the head. 


Party Gives Free Hand. 


Tonight at Rheims the. Radical-So- 
cialist party authorized M. Daladier 
to try to form a government with 
the support ef other Left parties, ia- 
cluding the Socialists, but left it open 
to him to seek support anywhere he 
could find it except on the extreme 
Rizht. 

For a Radical-Socialist leader the 
position is one of extreme delicacy 
and difficulty. His success will be 
possible only if he can persuade M. 
Briand tomorrow morning to recon- 
sider today’s decision and join the 
Cabinet. 

But M. Briand is likely to make 
conditions which may not be entire- 
ly satisfactory. Tonight M. Daladier 
is trying to formulate a shadow 
Cabinet which will satisfy his party, 
hold the Centre, not alienate the So- 
cialists and assure M. Briand’s pres- 
ence in it..If he fails to find a way 
of satisfying all four he probably 
will be compelled to tell the Presi- 
dent tomorrow he is unable to take 
the task of forming a government. 
If he persists, without making sure 
of his position with all four, the 
government, even though it may in- 
clude Edouard Herriot and Joseph 
M. Caillaux, may be expected to be 
shortlived.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25 #.—The 
Senate Finance Committee plan to 
raise the duty on cellulose trans- 
parent sheets, used in manufac- 
ture of non-shattering automobile 
windshields and windows led to a 
tilt between two Democrats, Walsb 
of Massachusetts and Copeland of 
New York, before the higher rate 
was defeated. 

Senator Walsh advocated the in- 
crease in the rate on the ground that 
the product was a new one being 
made in this country to opmpete with 
the German product, which now has 
one-third of the domestic market. 
Mr. Waish said he had yet to favor 
a ar i tariff on an industrial com- 
modity, but that in this instance it 
was necessary, if a new American in- 
dustry was to be maintained. 

Mr. Walsh said Germany could sei! 
the cellulose sheets in this country 
15. cents a d cheaper than the 
American product after paying the 
present forty-cent tariff. 

Senator Copeland. said the question 
involved was one of “‘life and limb” 
and that he would insist on the low- 
est possible duty in order to increase 
the use of the product. 

Explaining that one of his hobbies 
has been to popularize the use B., 
non-shattering glass, Mr. Copel 
said he could not vote for any tariff 
which would lessen the sale of this 
“life-saving glass.”

Files New Trial Motion. 


Late this afternoon Mr. Hogan

The coun- 
cil officially endorsed the bill to pro- 
vide the waterway, introduced by 
Representative. Mapes, but recom- 
mended that. a representation of 
civilian engincers be included on the 
board which will work on the pro- 
ject, F 

The .administrative board decided 
that the engineering — profession 
should undertake the reconstruction 
of the Potomac Canal as its part in 


the George Washington bi-centennial 
celebration of 1932 and in the tribute 
to the engineering ability of the first 
President. 

The Potomac Canal is the only 
relic of Washington as an engineer 
left in this country, according to

FOR MUSEUM HERE 


Member of African Expedition 
Shoots Male Specimen as It 
Charges Hunters in Rage.

FILMING TO BE ATTEMPTED 





But Dr. Gregory Expects Difficulty 
Because Animals Usually Hide - 
and Rush at Observers. 





The expedition sent to Africa last 
May by the American Museum of 
Natural History and Columbia Uni- 
versity to study and photograph 
gorillas, chimpanzees and other Af- 
rican primates has succeeded in ob- 
taining a large male gorilla, accord- 
ing to announcement by the museum. 

This news was contained in a let- 
ter received by President Henry 
Fairfield Osborn of the museum from 
Dr. William K. Gregory of the ex- 
pedition. Since th@ party is  per- 
mitted to kill only two specimens of 
gorillas, great care was exercised in 
the selection of the animal. H. C. 
Raven of the museum shot the 
gorilla on Aug. 20 after it had be- 
come enraged by the firing of two 
blank cartridges and charged the 
hunters. 

Hunting gorillas is complicated by 
the fact that they live in the thickest 
bush, Dr. Gregory says. After the 


second gorilla is obtained, the work 
of photographing living animals will 
begin, but, according to Dr. Gregory, 
“the conditions are most difficult 
and only a fortunate chance can 
yield us any photos of value.’’ 

‘‘The gorillas are masters in the art 
of concealment and disappearance,”’ 
he continues. ‘‘The big males have 
a mean habit of charging the ob- 
server and they seem to realize that 
there is a fine of 5,000 francs for 
killing a gorilla without a permit,”’ 


While New York was sweltering | 


last Summer, the expedition in Af- 
rica experienced no undue heat. Of 
this Dr. Gregory says: 

“At every step East and Central 
Africa contradict all one’s precon- 
ceptions. In the first place, we have 
as yet experienced no really hot 
weather except at Djibuti, near the 
Red Sea. 
6,700 feet elevation it is moderately 
hot at midday and almost freezing 
at night. 

“Then, too, I expected to see lots 
of deadly snakes and venomous in- 
sects, but although I have searched 
constantly in the bush and jungle for 
snekes, I have not seen one, while 
insects are relatively few and largely 
innocuous. Probably this paucity of 
life is largely due to the constant 
burning of grass and bush by the na- 
tives in order to gain grazing space 
for their cattle. .Goats and cattle are 
devastating Africa as they are Aus- 
tralia. 

‘‘We are fortunate in being camped 
in a paradise of lush green fields 
sprinkled with brilliant trees and 
flowers. The natives furnish us with 
a continuous performance. We see 
them everywhere in their settle- 
ments, and at present we are sur- 
rounded by forty porters and four 
‘personnel’ boys. Every one of them 
could be studied individually by a 
staff of anthropologists; sociologists, 
humanists, physicians and others. 
Moreover they are equally interest- 
ing fro mthe larval stage to totter- 
ing old age.”’

No one harbors vengeful feelings 
against a physically broken man 
like ex-Secretary FALL, yet there 
will. be a general belief throughout 
the country that his conviction for 
taking a bribe when in office is a 
most. wholesome and helpful event.

A highly sensitive 
man in his position would have cried 
out with one of old that his punish- 
ment was greater than he could 
bear. But now the outcome of his 
criminal trial, so long delayed, so 
tied up as it had become in legal 
technicalities—a ‘trial to which Mr. 
FALL came boasting that it would 
surely result in his “ vindication ’— 
has put the seal of the law upon the 
conclusion to which the great ma- 
jority of his fellow-countrymen had 
already arrived. 

’ An appeal will doubtless be taken. 
And the ex-Secretary has been al- 
lowed to remain on bail while it is 
being argued. His health is so shat- 
tered that it may be thought in- 
human ever to send him to jail— 
though even a brief and formal ‘im- 
prisonment would be of exemplary 
value: But it is not: necessary to 
speculate about future possibilities 
in this famous case, The main thing 
is that the conscience of the coun- 
try :and of judge and jury has 
found impressive utterance. If ever 
the. verdict of a criminal court 
should have a deterrent effect, this 
one: must. It will tend to put fear 
into the hearts of any public offi- 
cials tempted to betray their trust. 
It" will make every oath of office 
seem more binding and solemn. As 
for the‘ general public, along with 
the assurance that the criminal jus- 
tice of the United States can be 
trusted to find its way to the truth, 
there will be the encouragement of 
knowing that popular sentiment, 
often .outtrunning the decisions of 
the courts, has but anticipated the 
verdict of the jury inthe Fall case, 
It-has already done much to empha- 
size-the responsibility of public ser- 
vants and to impress upon careless 
or. venal men in office the need of 
watching their steps and reforming 
their ways.

currences, to dismiss contemptuously 
the teachings of past financial expe- 
rience. Wall Street itself will now 
be ready to confess that, however 
surrounding circumstances may 
change from one era to another, 
the great underlying influences 
which go to make sound or unsound 
finance, reasoned prosperity or in- 
flation and subsequent disaster, are 
precisely the same today as in the 
all-but-forgotten “ pre-war period.” 

One recent episode is likely here- 
after to be considered in an altered 
light. Wall Street’s alternate ridi- 
cule and denunciation of the Fed- 
eral Reserve’s policy regarding 
speculative credit reflected as plain- 
ly distorted economic ideas as the 
attitude of the Reserve Board itself 
indicated far-sighted judgment of 
causes and consequences in the mar- 
ket. With this week’s experience 
fresh in mind, the question will be 
asked, What would probably have 
been. the reckoning if the Reserve 
banks, as Wall Street demanded, 
had “ kept their hands off’? 

The answer ought not to be dif- 
ficult, With banking credit drawn 
into speculation on the scale of the 
“loans by others” and the Euro- 


extravagance stimulated in propor- 
tion, this month’s settlement might 
easily have brought the markets 
into the grasp of a disastrous credit 
It is easy to argue that the 

Board might» have done 
some things differently or have 
done them at a different moment; 
but the large fact now stands out 
that the board foresaw the fated 
outcome of the stock market mania, 
that it boldly recognized its own 
duty and publicly declared its own 
purposes, that it acted in time (as 
it did not in 1919), that it success- 
fully kept the credit fund for com- 
mercial uses apart from the insati- 
able inroads of Stock Exchange bor- 
rowers, that it prevented the spread- 
ing of acute money stringency from 
the stock market to commercial 
loans, and that it thereby insured 
the soundness of the business situa- 
tion when the speculative markets 
went on the rocks. 





THE ABSOLUTE PROTECTIONIST. 


Mr. JosePH R. GRUNDY, president | 
of the Pennsylvania Manufacturers’ | 
Association, is almost a legendary 
character as a milker of protected 
industries for the benefit of Repub- 
lican campaign funds. “Old JOE” | 
is another name for “ Old Scratch ” | 
in a multitude of innocent Demo- 
cratic bosoms. The Senate lobby in- 
vestigators have made him reveal 
himself as a rather simple and en- 
gaging character. You may call 
him, if you like, a reducer of protec- 
tion to the absurd, but his sincerity 
is evident. We have sometimes 
spoken of high protectionism, the 
protection-prosperity dogma, as the 
Republican religion. Mr. GRUNDY is 
the truest of true believers. He is a 
Quaker. He says that in his mind 
protection occupies the next place to 
religion. 

The protection of protection is a 
holy duty. He has been “ lobbying ” 
for it for years at his own expense. 
To him it is as plain that “the for- 
eigner pays the tax” as that two 
and two are four. He consents to 
no reduction. He clings to every in- 
crease, Thereby he helps Pennsyl- 
vania, the party, the country, and 
imposes no burden upon consumers. 
His second religion makes it his 
first duty to see that protection and 
prosperity are not diminished. As 
described by himself, his “ lobby- 
ing” in Washington is and has been 
blameless, He has spurred and goad- 
ed the toughest old protectionists of 
his party. He hasn’t tried to con- 
vért the heretics. A more paleozoic 
protectionist it has not been our 
happiness to observe. 

A pleasant and curious gentle- 
man, he makes “ Pig Iron KELLEY” 
look like a backslider. It is easy to 
laugh at his opinions; but it would 
be bad taste to laugh at an honest 
belief, however mistaken. And _his | 
singular faith is shared by millions, | 
That’s the worst of it. We don’t | 
think the committee got much sat- 
isfaction out of “Old Jor.” Out of 
his blast against Mr. BoRAH many 
of us get satisfaction. But an ele- 
phant can’t be expected to appreci- 
ate a chameleon. 











INTERNATIONAL GOBLINS. 


If people would only try to cure 
themselves of the habit of think- 
ing in vast geographical terms like 
Anglo-Saxon domination of Europe 
or European blocs against the United 
States, they would be much happier. 
Lucius R. EASTMAN, unofficial Amer- 
ican member of the League of Na- 
tions committee which has just be- 
gun work on the problem of Euro- 
pean tariff disarmament, was ob- 
viously faithful to the facts when he 
assured his colleagues the other day 
that Americans do not regard. the 
idea of European tariff unity as a 
threat against the United States. Be- 
ing strictly unofficial, he had to say 
American people instead of the 
American Government, despite the 
fact that before leaving for Geneva 
he dropped in at Washington, and 
had a talk with Secretary of State 
STIMSON and Secretary of Commerce’ 
LAMONT. His reassuring opinion-on 
American sentiment was elicited by 
direct inquiry, So anxious are the 
nations of Hurope not to have Amier- 
ica get angry at them for trying to 
achieve tariff unity by way of a 








tariff truce or “holiday *-that a

What other answer was possible 
than that the people of the United 
States welcome any and all steps to- 
ward closer cooperation on the Con- 
tinent and so to firmer guarantees 
of peace? Or that in the enhance- 
ment of Europe’s prosperity the 
American people see not a threat 
but a contribution to their own well- 
being? American public sentiment, 
like American policy, has not dis- 
played the most rigorous consis- 
tency with respect to transatlantic 
affairs since the war. But our ex- 
hortations to fellowship to the na- 
tions of Europe have been so fer- 
vent, we have so frequently reminded 
them that our own amazing prosper- 
ity is largely conditioned by the total 
absence of tariff barriers among 
forty-eight sovereign States, that it 
would really be too bad if, at the 


first move toward tariff peace on the | 


Continent, at the first faint flush of 
the.“ United States of Europe” on 
the horizon, we were to turn around 
and discover not a European union 
but an anti-American conspiracy. 

Of that glaring inconsistency the 
American people are guiltless. In 
the first place, Americans do want 
the peoples of Europe to enjoy peace 
and to prosper. In the second place, 
Americans are not greatly addicted 
to vast abstractions in the field of 
international politics. It is the Eu- 
ropean mind, with its long training 
in the policy of alliances and bal- 
ances of power, that shows a fond- 
ness for getting itself all worked up 
over Anglo-Saxon dominations, and 
American imperialism on the necks 
of the European peoples, and, by 
way of change, European blocs 
against America. 


MR. SNOWDEN ON THRIFT. 


The International Thrift Congress 
met in England this year, and at its 
first session the British Chancellor 
of the Exchequer made an address. 
It was largely devoted to an account 
of English associations for saving, 
including the National Savings Cer- 








tificates managed by the Govern- 


ment. In the latter form of thrift 
alone there is at present no less than 
$2,500,000,000 standing to the credit 
of depositors. Mr. SNOWDEN’S esti- 
mate was that the total savings de- 
posits in Great Britain now amount 
to $7,500,000,000. The extraordinary 
thing is that even in the eight years 


of business depression and unemploy- 
ment through which England has 
been passing there has been a steady 
increase in savings. Mr. SNOWDEN 


believes that the great bulk of them 
are still in the name of working peo- 
ple, This is a remarkable proof that 
the tradition of the British as a 
thrifty race has been maintained 


even under great difficulties. 


Even more striking than his cita- 
tion of facts were his general re- 
marks on the rationale and benefits 
of savings, coming as they did from 
a Chancellor of the Exchequer who 
is supposed to be a Socialist. He 
declared that the great need of Eng- 
land today, as of all Europe, is added 
capital. The work of reconstruction 
has not been completed. The most 
effective way of dealing with unem- 
ployment is to reorganize and recon- 
dition factories and workshops—and 
that requires capital. One way to 
create it is to save it. Mr. SNOWDEN 
is no advocate of indiscriminate 
spending in order to bring about new 
consumptive demand. There is too 
much wasteful spending, and just in 
the proportion that the English peo- 
ple could diminish its amount, they 
would be adding to the capital re- 
sources of the country. Mr. SNow- 
DEN advanced no financial or indus- 
trial panaceas. His only prescrip- 
tion was the ancient one of working 
and saving. 





THE PRESS AND COLLEGESPORTS 


In one section of the Carnegie 
Foundation’s bulletin No. 23, dealing 
with college athletics, there is a 
study of newspaper responsibility for 
existing conditions. The press is 
charged with giving too much space 
to college sports as contrasted with 
professional; outside the larger cities 
there is much ‘poor and illiterate 
sports writing; sensationalism is too 
often the tone of the articles; mis- 
leading -reports from coaches, col- 
lege press agents and alumni are 
good-naturedly accepted; “ ghost- 
writing ” is permitted and exploited; 
coaches are given too great promi- 
nence over members of the teams; a 
few star players are exploited be- 
yond the bounds of good taste; and 
here and there too many free tickets 
are accepted. To some ‘of these 
charges the general plea of the press 
must be “ guilty,” though wondering 
at the captiousness of part of the 
criticism. Three pages of type de- 
voted to a college football game, as 
the Foundation notes was given in 
the West twenty. years. ago,.are too 
much, “ Experting,” or the attempt 
on the part of some sports writers 
to pontificate their opinions, is 
justly derided in the Carnegie bulle- 
tin. There is undoubtedly room for 
condensation and improvement in 
handling the athletic news of col- 
leges. : 
But exception must be taken to the 
charge that this expansion of ath- 
letics has all been done solely with 
an eye on circulation. Thirty 
ago football, for instance, was 
very little in the South and 
West. Now every college, however 
small, has a team. When Centre 










est grew, the space necessarily grew. 
Unquestionably it has now slopped 
over. Even the elements which 
make glamourous a great college 
football game—the sentiment of the 
alumni, the articulate zeal of the 
undergraduates, the sight of a huge 
crowd in a vast stadium, the thrill 
of a physical contest, the coloring 
of Autumn—even these do not merit 
the extra columns. Perhaps the 
Foundation’s bulletin may help to re- 
adjust the measurement of the press. 
Most managing editors would wel- 
come the space released from college 
sports. They would also welcome 
more substantial news from the 
colleges. 

But the bulletin’s investigators 
have made an even greater errog in 
their chapter on the press, and Dr. 
PRITCHETT in his preface is also 
mistaken in respect of the relation 
of sports news to advertising. The 
cost of the added space devoted to 
college sports has never been even 
remotely paid for by added adver- 
tising. The more sports that are 
published, the more advertising is 
crowded out. “The news policy of 
“the American daily or weekly pa- 
“per is determined by this funda- 
“mental fact [advertising],” asserts 
Dr. PRITCHETT, and advances the 
view that athletic news is directed 
at the advertiser, whom he has con- 
fused’ with the reader. But his sus- 
picion and his blunder will both be 
forgiven if he can help to reallo- 
cate the news proportion of college 
| athletics. 


FIGHTING CANCER. 


Like many other physicians and 
health officers, Dr. WYNNE of New 
York holds that the Public Health 
Service of the United States should 
engage in cancer research. His rea- 
son is that the government’s hygi- 
enic bureau is in a strong position 
| to deal with the problem of the in- 
crease of the disease. Early in the 
year Senator JONES of Washington 
sent out to medical authorities all 
over the United States a cancer 
questionnaire. From the Columbia 
University Cancer Research came 
the proposal that sufficient funds be 
given to the Public Health Service 
to carry on the work of seeking a 
remedy for cancer. The School of 
Hygiene and Public Health of Johns 
Hopkips University declared that 
“we have no lead at present that 
is especially promising,” and that 
the thing to do was obviously to 
multiply the number of research 
workers. Dr. FRANCIS CARTER WOOD, 
who thought that a cure for cancer 
was not likely to be discovered im- 
mediately, said that “the Public 
“ Health Service aspect of the ques- 
“tion is in some ways vital.” He 
added: 

If the attack *by the government 
is to be effective it would imply 
the creation’ of a group of out- 
standing men with ample equip- 
ment and money for salaries and 
supplies even ove? a long period of 
years. 

The statistics of cancer are alarm- 
ing not because the deaths rise to 
a very high total at the present time 

in proportion to population but be- 
cause the rate is going up and the 
cause of the disease and its cure, 
except in the case of external can- 
cerous growths, baffle the faculty. 
There cannot be too much research 
work. The Public Health Service of 
the United States is not expected 
to do aH of it but to reinforce 
local and private agencies. Every 
city should have cancer institutes 
equipped with laboratories. 

In their practice physicians are 
often at a loss. The secret of treat- 
ing internal cancer must be learned 
by laboratory experiments and in 
clinics. Here in New York an ap- 
peal is to be made to raise $6,000,000 
to promote research by the Skin and 
Cancer Hospital ‘in the cause and 
treatment of cancer and skin dis- 
eases. Governor ROOSEVELT in July 
urged the establishment of two new 
cancer research hospitals, one to 
serve Northern New York and the 
other the southern tier counties. 
There have been handsome dona- 
tions to found cancer laboratories, 
such as the Jackson Memorial at 
Bar Harbor, under the direction of 
Dr, CLARENCE C. LITTLE. But the 
proposal of government aid through 
the Public Health Service should 
have serious consideration.

MASSACRING ANTELOPES. 

Accounts have just reached New 
York of what is described in Wyo- 
ming ‘newspapers as the “ most 
senseless and atrocious ” slaughter of 
wild animals that has ever occurred 
in that State or perhaps in the na- 
tion. The only thing approaching 
it is the wholesale destruction of 
buffaloes a half century ago. For a 
period of six days, early this month, 
the protection on the antelope which 
had been in force for years was re- 
moved, with the result that the ani- 
mals were butchered by the hun- 
dreds. Medicine Bow alone reported 
more than a thousand carcasses of 
antelopes carried through that town 
|in the automobiles of hunters. Cody 
feported upward of 200 killed in 
that neighborhood on a single day. 
If the reports in The Cody Enterprise 
and The Wyoming State Tribune and 
Cheyenne State Leader are unbiased, 
)alike to the State of Wyoming and 





| to the self-styled hunters who took 


of the blunder of the Wy- 
Game Commission in’ 
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“ flew into the midst of the herds, 
scattering them hither and thither, 
while excited hunters shot antelope 
down from all sides.” The animals, 
not having been exposed to hunters 
for years, did nothing more than run 
in circles at first, and when, finally, 
they tried to escape and even took 
to jumping over fences “the hunt- 
“ers, driving. madly, stopped “only 
“long enough to cut the fence, and 
“tore on, shooting wildly.” 

Not only those who witnessed 

what, The Cody Enterpise describes 
as “the terrible massacre of the an- 
telope,” but also those in Wyoming 
who heard of it, have not failed to 
utter disapproval openly and loudly. 
It is unfortunate that some of’ the 
papers attempt to exonerate ‘the 
Game Commission, and express re- 
grets more bécause of the criticism 
which will come from the Eastern 
press than because of the destruc- 
tion of the antelope herds. If, as 
even the defenders of the Game Com- 
mission admit, the slaughter was a 
disgrace, it is difficult to see. who 
can be-blamed except the Wyoming 
authorities who authorized it. 
. What makes the affair all the 
more reprehensible is that for years 
special efforts have been made to 
protect the antelope so that they 
would not become exterminated. 
They have been fed in the Winter 
and protected from hunters through- 
out the year. Thus they have. be- 
come comparatively tame. As if this 
were not enough, much of the slaugh- 
ter occurred on the ranch of a man 
who throughout his life had guaran- 
teed the antelope protection. 


The apparent “justification” of | 


this barbarous destruction is that 
the herds are becoming too large 
and that it is difficult to move them. 
Granted that there is the danger of 
overstocking the ranges—the expe- 
rience with the deer on the Kaibab 
Plateau in Axizona is a noted case 
in point—there cannot possibly be 
any excuse for this sort of whole- 
sale butchery of animals which have 
so long been taught that they have 
nothing to fear from man. The only 
redeeming feature is that the citi- 


-zens of Wyoming are keenly con- 


scious of the stain which this action 
has put on the name of their State, 
and seem determined that such a 
thing shall never be permitted to 
happen again.

Ordinary people living 


A Step next door to the owner of 
Toward 2% never-tiring radio do 
Quiet. not need permission from 


any one to call the loud- 
speaker a nuisance. They unhesi- 
tatingly call it worse names than 
that, with never a thought of legal 
accuracy. Some of the more impo- 
lite and less printable epithets have 
the advantage of relieving the neigh- 
bors’ feelings, but a conviction on 
those terms could not be obtained. 
It now appears, however, that the 
loud-speaker owner may be convicted 
of maintaining a nuisance and pun- 
ished and prevented from continuing 
it. 

In a letter to the forty-six magis- 
trates in New York City, Chief Mag- 
istrate McApoo has informed them 
of his opinion that persons turning 
on a noisy radio when it disturbs a 
number of people are. guilty of dis- 
orderly conduct. The long-suffering 
family next door will welcome this 
piece of news. Now they can call 
a loud-speaker a nuisance and get 
away with it. 

“It would not be surprising if many 
complaints should be made at once. 
The loud-speakers have had things 
their own way for so long that the 
desire to retaliate has grown strong. 
They need not fear sudden or com- 
plete suppression, even if every in- 
dividual who has been tormented by 
jazz at midnight calls on a magis- 
trate immediately, for they cannot 
be convicted unless a considerable 
number of people testify that the 
din is persistent. There are enough 
loud-speakers falling into this class 
to make their removal a perceptible 
relief.

Into the news now comes the name 
of Epovarp Da.aprer, who has been 
asked by President Doumercuz to 
form a Cabinet. If, after conferring 
with the Radical Socialists at 
Rheims, he succeeds in doing it, he 
will become another member of the 
large and growing group. So many 
are now alive that it seems even 
more ironic that thus far .neither 
TARDIEU nor FRANKLIN-BOUwILUON, for 
all their fame and prominence, has 
ever attained first place in a French 
Government. 

In England, parties being only 
three in number, the upsets do not 
come so often, and there are few liv- 
ing men whom Britons can point out 
in public places as having headed 
the government.

Electric Cables frequently _ pro- 
and tested that some- 
Birds. thing should be 


done to _ protect 
wild birds from the danger of elec- 
trocution by exposed high-tension 
wires. Discussion in London has 
brought forth the statement from a 
learned gentleman that birds, see- 
ing their comrades killed, take warn- 
ing and pass on the news of danger. 
Another view is taken by an elec- 
trical engineer in The Journal of the 
Royal Society for the Protection of 
Birds. The peril, he says, consists 
in birds making a short circuit whea 
they perch on the ironwork of a 
transformer and touch the live con- 
ductor with beak or wings, or when 
they make cuntact between two live 
conductors. 
Power companies are quite as 
anxious as bird lovers that such 
casualties should not occur. The 


|short circuit not only kills the bird 
but causes expensive breakdowns in| 


the line. The double catastrophe has 
been largely avoided in England by 
making the insulators supporting the 
conductors long enough to prevent a 
bird spanning the distance from the 
ironwork of the transformer to the 
wire, and also by using insulating 
guards. Fears of wholesale elec- 
trocution of wild birds do_ not 
seem to this expert to have any réal 
foundation. 

After all, birds can stand quite a 
bit in the way of electricity. ‘‘A 
small bird might perch on a_high- 
tension overhead conductor and 
cause a faint glow at points on it. 
such as its beak, without suffering 
any harm.” A mere titillation for 
the bird, but what a shock to a 
chance spectator!

Engineers Are Working on Problem, 
. but. Public Education Is Needed. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

There can be. only praise for the 
American Museum of Safety, the 
National Society for the Prevention 
of Blindness and, in particular, the 
Gonor, Arthur Williams, for setting 
up.ten free scholarships for. courses 
in. accident prevention at New York 
University, but THe Times in its edi- 
torial “Training for Safety’? went 
wide:of the facts. 

‘Permit me to state that there are 
numerous safety engineers—probably 
Several thousand—who are graduate 
engineers and are professionally 
trained in their work. There is the 
American Society of Safety En- 
gineers, an organization over ten 
years old, having a large member- 
ship despite admission requirements 
as restrictive as those of the major 
engineering societies. It serves also 
as the Engineering Section of the 
National Safety Council. It has ac- 
tive local chapters. The metropolitan 
chapter has offices in the Engineer- 
ing Societies Building and holds bi- 
monthly meetings, which are well at- 
tended. The National Safety Council 
has a division of engineering, a large 
staff of safety engineers at its head- 
quarters in Chicago and a vice presi- 
dent in charge of engineering. 

The organized safety movement, in 
which the United States leads the 
world and. which has been. copied in 
England, France, Italy, Japan and 
elsewhere, is live and virile. Many 
thousand persons have been drawn 
into it, both professionally and other- 
wise, not only trained engineers and 
inspectors but others, who give it a 
part of their time and attention. The 
number can only be conjectured— 
this country it must exceed 30,000. 
thousand volunteers serve on N 
tional Safety Council committees 
alone. The attendance at the annual 
safety congresses of the council, such 
as those at Chicago this month and 
in New York a year ago, exceeds 
5,000 persons. 

There is a literature of accident 
prevention — pamphlets, magazines, 
lesson outlines and textbooks, most 
of them done by safety engineers. 
There. are national safety standards 
produced largely by safety engineers 
working through the American 
Standards Association. There are 
standardized insurance requirements 
designed to reduce both casualty and 
fire losses.: There are other instruc- 


at some of which the regular at- 
tendance runs 2,000 and over. Every- 
where accident experience is being 
investigated and accident prevention 
formalized—in the home, in out-of- 
the-way corners of industry, in avia- 
tion, in Summer camps, in our 
schools. 

In spite of this great organized ef- 
fort, accidental deaths in the coun- 
try at large have of late been in-| 
creasing. This has been mainly due | 
| to street and highway deaths, which | 
; have mounted steadily ever since the 
advent of the automobile. On the) 
other hand, in many plants, in some | 
industries, in many schools and even 
in. some communities  accidenta! 
deaths have been decreasing. There 
are many cases of reductions of 50 
and 75 per cent and even more, all 
| of which goes to show what can be 
|accomplished when leadership, or- 
ganization and technical training 
| are properly applied. 

Qualitatively, there is nothing radi- 
cally wrong with the movement. We 
do need, of course, more and better 
technicians, and we ought to be 
grateful to Mr. Williams for making 
it possible for New York University 
to turn out ten new ones every year. 
But the death toll does not continue 
at the present high level because of 
any shortage in safety engineers bu: 
because. the average individual has 
not yet acquired the safety idea. He 
thinks, if he thinks about it at all, 
that the safety movement is intended 
for some one else. He still believes 
accidents ‘‘happen’’ and are there- 
fore unavoidable; he considers him- 
self relatively immune; if he were 
asked, he would probably assert that 
life shorn of risks would be fearfuliy 
dull, It cannot be said that he does 
not believe in safety—he believes too 
much ‘in his own safety and too little 
in his danger. As always, it is a 
fool’s paradise. 

As even in this highly organized 
country we have not learned how ef- 
fectively to organize and control de- 
tached individuals—and perhaps 
never shall—we must fall back upon 
the influence of public opinion. But 
it happens that as yet no one has 
succeeded in getting public opinion 
squarely behind the safety idea. 1+ 
is doubtful whether all the safety en- 
gineers that the universities could 
create would be able to do it. The 
problem, in fact, does not relate to 
engineering—it is a matter of adult 
education on ‘a scale sufficient to 
reach over 100,000,000 people.

‘low Chain-Store Rules in 
Locating Clinics. 





Twenty large health centres simi- 
lar to the approved new Harlem 
Health Centre, which will be erected 
at a cost of $250,000 to $300,000, 
would be established by the Health 
Department during the next three 
or four years in a city-wide exten- 
sion of child health service outlined 
yesterday by Commissioner Wynne 
before a gathering of representatives 
of more than 100 health and welfare 
organizations. 

Dr. Wynne told the gathering at 
a luncheon in the Fraternity Clubs 
Building, 22 East Thirty-eighth 
Street, that if the city could afford 
to build local fire and police stations 
throughout the city it would just as 
well establish public health stations 
where the need for such service ex- 
ists. About 40 per cent of the par- 
ents'in the city, he said, were able 
to provide proper care for their 
children, while the children of the 
remaining 60 per cent depended up- 
on the city’s efforts to protect their 
health. 

Following his formal talk, Dr. 
Wynne said he hoped to start opera- 
tion of the Harlem Health Centre 
temporarily in the Vincent Sani- 
|torium, Seventh Avenue between 
| 138th and 189th Streets, about Dec. 1. 
| Within four years, if the plans of the 
| Health Department are carried out, 
| Dr. Wynne said, as many as twenty 
bees centres might be estab- 
ished. 


Plans Examination of All. 


Within the next year, he said, all 
of the school children in the city 
would undergo health examinations. 
Practically no health work for the 


pre-school child is maintained by the 
Health Department or public agen- 
| cies, he pointed out, but there are 
| twenty-one pre-school clinics main- 
| tained by voluntary agencies serv- 
jing 7,500 children. The number to 
ibe reached is 500,000, he said, and 
|now not more than 15,000, or 3 per 
|cent, are receiving organized health 
| service. In this field, he said, there 
‘lies the greatest opportunity for 
child health service. 

In discussing the report of a spe- 
|cial inventory of:the Child Health 
| Services of the city conducted by the 
Welfare Council, for which purpose 
the lincheon was held, Dr. Wynne 
|explained that the need for more 
|child health stations in Manhattan 
ithan in all other boroughs com- 
bined was due to the fact that most 
|} of the work started in Manhattan, 
| where the gréatest congestion was 
| found. With data supplied by the 
Welfare Council, he said, there would 
now be a basis for locating health 
centres in more strategic points. 

“The changing needs of various 








; communities.’”’ Dr. Wynne said, ‘‘re- 


quire statistics to guide the Health 
Department in nroverlyv locating the 
health centres. Like the chain store, 
which locates where the most num- 
ber of nersons pass on the street 
the health centre must be located 
on the same business basis. The 
next sten is to establish real health 
centres throughout the city and the 
real reed is for decent quarters and 
vroper equipment. We should at 
least live up to the standards we held 
ovt to our patients.”’ 

Dr. Wynne thanked the Welfare 
Council for its report. which, he said, 
would aid in coordinating disease 
| preventive work throughout the city. 
| He said he felt ‘‘a new era, where 
' Jost motion will be cut out,’’ had 
arrived. 


Says Few Babies Are Well. 


Another speaker at the luncheon 
was Dr. Roger. H. Dennett, chair- 
man of the pediatric section, asso- 


ciated out-patient clinic committee 
of the New York Tuberculosis and 
Health Association and Welfare 
| Council. Referring to his subject, 
| ‘How Can the Pediatric Clinic Serve 
the Well Baby?” he asserted that 
there were ‘‘not so many ‘well’ 
babies in New York. City.”’ 

The participation of private physi- 
cians in child health work was urged 
by Dr, Haven Emerson, chairman 
of the health division of the Welfare 
Council, who presided. He said ‘‘the 
largest part of salvaging babies” 
was due to education among parents 
in the care of their children.

Conscious Only Part of the Time on 
Thursday —Is Nearing His 
78th Birthday.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—Presi- 
dent Hoover late this afternoon vis- 
ited the bedside of Theodore E. Bur- 
ton,. the Senator from Ohio, %7 
years old, who is so gravely ill that 
his physician was much disturbed 
today. On Wednesday Mr. Burton 
was able to sit at his radio and 


listen’ to the warm tribute paid 
to him by the President in the lat- 
ter’s Cincinnati speech, but now he 





is in a very serious condition, 

Tonight Senator Burton was re-| 
ported as being slightly stronger. It 
was said ke had been able to con- | 
verse with the President during the | 
Chief Execttive’s call. 

The veteran Senator, who has had 
an unusual career in Congress, con- 
tracted a kea cold four or five 
weeks ago. This developed into in- 
fluenza, and for a month he was 
confined to his residence. Lately he 
has been able to conduct much of his 
office business at home,. but last 
night he became decidedly worse. 

The change in Senator Burton’s 
condition occurred unexpectedly and 
after he apparently had been im- 
pr oving. 

There were still blooming in the 
Senator’s apartment this afternoon 
flowers sent from the White House | 
before the President went to Ohio, | 
with a note from Mrs. Hoover to 
Miss Grace Burton, the Senator’s 
niece, assuring the Senator that Mr. 
and Mrs. Hoover would be thinking 
of him while away from Washington 
on their midwestern journey. 

Although his seventy-eighth birth- 
day falls in December, The Senator 
attended the Senate sessions until he 
was forced to give up, Recently he 
had been able to walk out doors and 
on Monday took a walk, his secre- 
tary, Robert Norton, assisting him. 
Rain forced him to keep indoors 
Tuesday but he was in good spirits. 
On Wednesday he desired to take a 
walk but felt his strength unequal 
to it. After dinner Wednesday eve- 
ning he sat in his’ chair and smoked 
a cigar before retiring. 

Wednesday night and yesterday he 
became worse, and part of the time 
was only partly conscious. Mr. Nor- 
ton spent all of last night at the 
Burton apartment and.went there for 
a similar vigil again tonight. Mrs. 
Walter F. Brown, wife of the Post- 
master General, went: to the apart- 
ment. A. trained nurse has been 
there since last week and Dr. Robert 
Baker of Washington is in atten- 
dance. . 

Expressions of hope that Mr. Bur- 
ton would soon recover from this re- 
lapse poured into his office at the 
Capitol and his apartment as word 
spread’ that- hig condition’ was seri- 


Mr. Burton. was first. elected, to the 
House in 1 and served one term 
He réturned in 1895, remaining until 
1909, when he teok his seat in the 
Senate for a term which expired in 

He refused to run for re-elec- 
tion to the Senate, but was nomi- 
nated for the House in 1920. He was 
elected and served from 1921 until 
last year, when he was elected to 
fill the’ unexpired term of the late 
Senator Frank D. Willis, - which 
ends on March 3, 1933.

Mrs. Nathalie Schenck Laimbeer, 
banker, financial. writer. and society 
leader, died of heart disease yester- 
day morning at her home at 430 East 
Fifty-seventh Street. At her bedside 
were her daughters, the Misses 
Nathalie Lee and Josephine Louise 
Laimbeer. She was 46 years old. 

For six months Mrs. Laimbe 
who had retired from her post 
assistant cashier and head of the 
women’s department of the National 
Citv Bank in 1926 because of ill 
health, had heen confined to her 
home with heart disease and for two 
weeks she had been bed-ridden. Her 
son, George Morgan Laimbeer of 
Knoxville, Tenn., was at once no- 
tified and is on his way to New 
York. The funeral and burial will 
be private. 

She was born in New York, the 
daughter of the late Mr. and Mrs. 
Spotswood D. Schenck. In the Span- 
ish-American War, when she was 15, 
she collected $25,000 in dimes to 
proivde an ice plant for the Ameri- 
can Red’ Cross in Cuba. 

Mrs. Laimbeer was married twice. 
In 4904 she was married to Captain 
Charles Glen Collins of the British 
Army on Monterey,-Cal; ‘Several: years 
later she divorced him, receiving the 
custody of their. son, whose name 
was legally changed fn 1914 from 
George Fessenden Collins to George 
Morgan Laimbeer, taking the name 
of Mrs. Laimbeer’s second husband 
and Mrs. Laimbeer’s mother’s sur- 
name as his middle: name. Mrs. 
Laimbeer in 1908 was married in 
New York to William Laimbeer, 4 
member of the New York Stock Ex- 
change. Two daughters were born. 
Mr. Laimbeer was fatally injured in 


| 1913 in a collision of an automobile 
| .ith a Long Island Railroad train. 


She was gravely injured in the same 
accident. 

For some time after her husband’s 
death Mrs. Laimbeer was a semi-in- 
valid. Although her husband left an 
adequate income, she expressed a dc- 
sire to earn her own living, and, in 
1917, when the United States en- 
tered the World War, she _volun- 
teered her services. She obtained 
employment with the Food Adminis- 
tration, headed by Herbert Hoover, 
and was assigned to the work of 
food conservation: 

Mrs. Laimbeer helped in directing 
the preserving and canning of food- 
stuffs for shipment to the army 
camps in France and the. United 
States. Her achievements brought 
recognition and on Armistice Dav, 
1918, she took 7 her first important 
work in civil life when she became 
manager of the Bureau of Home 
Economics of the New York Edison 
Company. In that pee Mrs. 
Laimbeer demonstrated in colleges, 
schools and elsewhere the usefulness 
of electricity in yonep ong 

She became manager in 1919 of the 


women’s department of the United: 


States Mortgage and Trust Company. 
At first she had charge of one of- 
fice. Six months after entering the 
employ of the trust company she 

was promoted to. assistant secretary 
and placed in charge of its Manhat- 
tan brancn@és where women’s ac- 
counts were ‘solicited. 

In 1925 Mrs. Laimbeer was the first 
woman. to be émployed by the Na- 
tional © ‘Bank aS afi) executive, 
being é@ assistant. cashier and 
head of the newly formed women’s 
department. She became nationally 
known as a banker of judgment and 
acumen. She was the first woman 
to address the American Bankers’ 
Association; and she became presi- 
dent, of the Association of .Bank 
Women. © 

Although she retired three years 
ago she continued to be keenly in- 
terested in. her, profession: She « con- 
tributed many articles on banking 
to the Delineator and The New York 
World. 

She also participated. in charitable 
undertakings. She was a supporter 
of the activities of the Child Study 
Association, of which she was an ac- 
tive member, and in the visiting 
nurse service of the Henry Street 
Settlement. 

Mrs. Laimbeer was convinced of 
the future of- women in banking. In 
1925 she said, “I believe that the 
greatest development in any future 
phase of banking will be the develop- 


ment of’ the woman power in banks.” 


In 1927 she revealed her ‘‘secrets’’ of 
success. for...the .. business wpmen 
when, in addressing a Y. W. A. 
secretarial class group, she. sales

BOSTON, Mass., Oct. 25.—The Rev. 


ter of the Old South Church here, 
died early today at his home in 
Brookline. The members of his fam- 
ily, who had expected the end for 
the past twenty-four hours, were at 
his bedside. Last Friday he suffered 
a stroke, He was 76 years old. 

Two years ago, after he had been 
pastor of. the Old South Church for 
forty-three years,, Dr. Gordon re- 
signed, but continued to keep up 
with affairs of the church. 

He was born in Scotland on Jan. 2, 
1858, and came to this country in 
1871, @ penniless boy, in the immi- 
grant steerage. For three years he 
was. variously employed as stonema- 
son, glazier and painter, devoting his 
even “es to study. 

In 1874 he aolacad the Bangor 
Theological Seminary, and after be- 
ing graduated was. assigned to a 
church at Temple, Me., where he 
was ordained June 20, 1877. He re- 
mained there a year and then en- 
tered. Harvard, being graduated in 
1881 oe cum laude, with honors 
in. philoso phy. 

From..1881. to 1884 he was pastor 
of the Second Chadregational Church 
at Greenwich, Conn. He became 

astor of the Old South Church in 

arch, 1884. 

He received the degree of Doctor 
of Divinity from Yale and Bowdoin 
in 1893, and subsequent honorary de- 
grees from Harvard, Columbia, es- 
tern Reserve, Brown, Williams and 
Boston Moog taarge, 4 He was a mem- 
ber of the first Board of Preachers 
at Harvard and in 1896 was a special 
lecturer there. From 1897 to 1916 
he was a member of the Harvard 
Board of Overseers. 

As an author he was particularly 
brilliant, and of his many writings 
the. most popylar work was an auto- 
biography, ‘‘My Education and Re- 
ligion,’’ published in 1925. 

n the Autumn of 1926 he resigned 
as pastor of the Old South Church, 
the resignation taking effect the fol- 
lowing year. The Church conferred 
upon him the official title of senior 
minister and referred to his pas- 
torate as ‘‘the most illustrious.’’ The 
parishioners made him a retirement 
gift of $50,000. 

In June, 1890, Dr. Gordon married 
Miss Susan Huntington Manning, 
daughter of Dr. Jacob M. Manning, 
his predecessor as minister of the 
Old South Church. 

In 1927 Dr.. Gordon stirred church 
circles when from a sickbed he is- 
sued a ‘‘rebuke’’ to Bishop Lawrence 
for the latter’s request for clemency 
for Sacco and Vanzetti, declaring 
that ‘‘gentlemen rule is no better 
than mob rule.’”’

’] INDIANA DRY CHIEF, DIES 


Head of State Anti-Saloon League 
Served 53 Days on Penal Farm 
for Contempt of Coart. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Oct. 25 (2).—The 
Rev.. Dr. E. 8S. Shumaker, for twen- 
ty-two. years superintendent of the 
Indiana Anti-Saloon League, died at 
his home here today after an illness 
of several months. 

E. A. Miles, attorney for the Anti- 
Saloon League, tonight said that fu- 
neral scrvices would be held at 
the Pre.dway Methodist Episcopal 
Church here at 2 P, M. on Monday, 


It was recently revealed by Dr, 
Shumaker’s physician, Dr. Charles 
R. Sowder, that the dry leader was 
flicted* with a malignant tumor, 
Dr.. Shumaker early this year spent 
fifty-three days on the State penal 
farm, the .sentence. having been im- 
posed by the Indiana Supreme Court 
on a charge of contempt. He was 
aceused of having published articles 
criticizing members of the court for 
their decisions in liquor cases. 

At Greenville, Ohio, his birthplace, 
he was a young boy when he wit- 
nessed saloon brawls and poverty in 
the homes of men addicted to drink. 
These conditions convinced him early 
in life, he used to say, that the liquor 
esta should: be abolished. 

Shumaker spent a part of his 
boykond in Effingham unty, Ill. 
He came to Indiana in 1889 at 21 
and completed his college education 
at De Pauw University. In 1890 he 
was ordained a minister in the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church. 

At the instance of Bishop Isaac 
Joyce of Cincinnati he left the min- 
istry in 1903 to begin his services 
ree the Indiana Anti-Saloon League, 

In 1907 he was elected State super- 
intendent. 

Dr. Shumaker believed. in univer- 
sal prohibition. ‘‘The world must 
be all dry or all wet,’’ he often ex- 
claimed. 

He. was first cited for contempt 
in 1926 on an information filed by 
Arthur L. Gilllom, then Attorney 
General of the State. The court 
found Dr. Shumaker guilty and im- 
posed a sentence of: sixty days on 
the. State farm and a fine of 

In October, 1928, Dr. Shumaker 
announced that he would begin serv- 
ing the term. He had arrived at 
the State penal farm at Putnamville 
when word was received that Gov- 
ernor. Jackson had extended a par- 
don. ‘Associates of Dr. Shumaker 
paid. the $250 fine and he was re- 
leased. 

The Attorney General, however, 
filed with the Supreme Court a mo- 
tion asking that the dry leader be 
recommitted. He alleged that the 
Governor had no”’authority to issue 
a pardon for an offense against the 
Supreme Court. This contention was 
upheld and Dr. Shumaker again 
faced imprisonment. 

His attorneys filed a petition for 
a writ of habeas corpus with the 
United ‘States District Court. Judge 
Robert C. Baltzell decided he did 
not have jurisdiction in the case and 
on Feb. 11, Dr. Shumaker again 
was taken to the State farm. He 
was placed at work on the dairy 
farm-of the institution.

ing to its annual meeting how far 
Einstein’s concepts have. really been 
verified experimentally. 

Of the four fields of experiment 
utilized. in efforts to verify the Ein- 
stein theories of time, space, and 
matter, each of the four. scientists 
dealt with one. All afternoon they 
went over. the experimental records, 
and their attack took the general 
form of a four-part demonstration 
that the ‘experimenters who had 
backed. Einstein, in their enthusiasm 
for relativity, had proclaimed verifi- 
cations that would not stand exact 
analysis.

Burns Takes Up Spectrum Lines. 


Dr. Kelvin Burns of the Allegheny 
Observatory next took up the Ein- 
stein prediction that the analysis of 
light from the sun through a spec- 
troscope would show a uniform shift 
of all absorption lines toward the 
red end of the spectrum. After as- 
serting that the modern spectro- 
scope, with an Peer 4 of three 
parts in 10,000,000,, was a nearly 
ideal instrument for observing the 
validity of any finely organized 
theory, he presented, from his own 
records and the records of observers 
who have reported Einstein verifica- 
tions, a variable, instead of a _uni- 
form shift of all spectrum lines 
toward the red, with some lines not 
shifted at all. 

*‘Some of our textbooks are teach- 
ing our beginners that the red shift 
is on firmer foundations than New-| 
ton’s gravitation,’’ Dr. Burns com- 
mented, ‘‘but IL think a. scientific 
man does not so readily accept with- 
out adenuate vroof.’”’

States Prearet Observatory took the 
third field in which Einstein relativity 
is popularly veer to have been 
successfully applied, and which is 
cited as an indication of its universal- 
ity.

City Federation Pledges 
in Promoting World tong 
to Check everic:” 


The New York City alihaulias of 
Women’s Clubs in convention yester- 
day at the Hotel Astor pledged its 
cooperation .to a proposed World- 
Wide Opium Conference for the con- 
sideration of the problems involved 
in the limitation of the world’s sup- 
ply of narcotics which, according to 
the resolution adopted, is in excess 
of medical. and other legitimate 
needs and offers a temptation to 
smuggling and illicit uses. 

Sara .Graham-Mulhall, who _pro- 
posed plans for the conference, said 
later in an interview that her plan 
was to memorialize President Hoover 
by a petition to be signed by 8,000,- 
000 women asking him to invite the 
nations affected by the drug trade 
to confer in Washington from Nov. 
11 to 17, 1930. She said that she al- 
ready had 200,000 signatures and 
that resolutions supporting .this con- 
ference plan would. be. introduced in 
the Senate and the Mouse of Repre- 
sentatives. 

She said that the plan grew out of 
the interest of various governments 
in a resolution adopted last year by 
the New York City Federation of 
Women’s Clubs asking a reduction in 
the use of opium and other narcot- 
ics. 

The resolution adopted yesterday 
referred to the opium convention of 
1912, urged the need of close cooper- 
ation among the States that signed 
this convention and asserted that 
“the next step.in the international 
campaign must be the limitation of 
the excessive supply of narcotics pro- 
duced and manufactured.” 

The convention also urged the pro- 
tection of Franz Siegel Park, a play- 
ground space in the Bronx which, it 
is said, will be curtailed in size by 
the proposed widening of Mott Ave- 
nue, 

Mrs. Frank J. Shuler, president of 
the federation, and presiding officer 
of the convention, presented, by 
proxy, the organization’s medal of 
honor to Mme. Marie Curie, co- 
discoverer of radium. Mme. Curie 
was unable to be present, and the 
medal was received on her: behalf 
by Mme. Belle de Rivera, founder 


and honorary president of the fed- 
eration.

Sing Sing Warden Will Complete 25 
Years’ Service in February. 


OLEAN, N. Y., Oct. 25 .—Lewis

Halsey, Stewart & Co. Give Rea-

BUSINESS REPORTED

Activity Greater Than a Week Ago, 
Although Less Than at This 
Time Last Year.

Tue reaction from speculative ac- 
tivity has been far-reaching, but the 
orderliness of trade has been main- 
tained, nothing in the existing com- 
mercial situation having furnished a 
cause for the drastic stock market 
readjustment, according to the week- 
ly reviews of trade and business. 
Retail trade sagged as a_ whole, 


fairly well maintained, while indus- 
try improved, as compared with a 
week ago, although it was slightly 
higher last year at this time in some 
lines. 

R. G. Dun’s weekly review of busi- 
ness says: 

“That general business has not re- 
tained all of its former impressive 
buoyancy is evidenced by current 
trends in several directions, but there 


is obviously a sharp distinction be- 
tween moderate recession and funda- 
mental unsoundness. If the rate of 
activity has not been. wholly sus- 
tained, the change can only be prop- 
erly interpreted through recognition 
of what has gone before, and the at- 
tainment of various maximum rec- 
ords is of too recent occurrence to 
be obscured by present tendencies. 


Monetary Tension Relaxing. 

“Even with a contraction in some 
lines now, results this year will be 
unusually favorable in numerous in- 
stances, and it is significant that the 
monetary tension, which had occa- 
sioned concern, has been relaxing | 
steadily. Although financial develop- 


ments have overshadowed all other 
features, the basic importance of 
mercantile and industrial movements 
has not been lessened. 

“The irregularity of conditions has 
become more marked, the margin © 
commodity price declines over a/l- 
vances has widened, and certain of 
the statistical barometers have not 
held at their previous levels. Those 
are some of the surface indications 
of a reversal from long-continued ex- | 
yep yet the alteration is quali- 
ied by the earlier exceptional 
achievements, to which consideration 
should logically be given. An espe- 
cially prominent case in point is the 
let-down in steel production, which 
has only come after a period of un-

Bradstreet’s review of the state of |

“Compared with last week retail | 
trade was affected by high tempera-| 
tures early, and later with rain, turn- | 
ing to snow in the West and North. | 
west, retarding business, but with| 
the return of cool weather later help-| 
ing to make up for some of the! 

As 
for the declines shown in trade from 
a year ago, this is partly the result | 
of advances a year ago rather than!

IN STUDY OF PIERS 


Secretary. of War Hears Views 
of Mayor and Others on Need 
for Longer Docks Here. 








LUNCHES ON. THE MAJESTIC 





British Liner, Projecting Into the 
Channel, Is Used as Example of 
Inadequate Facilities. 





Secretary of War James W. Good 
stopped off yesterday in New York 
en route to New Haven to see West 
Point play its annual football game 
with Yale, and for five hours mixed 
with his pleasure a study of the pier 
situation in the light of the need for 
better accommodations for the longer 
ships. 

He viewed the situation from vari- 
ous angles and heard the explana- 
tions of army engineers, shipping of- 
ficials, marine engineers and finally 
at a luncheon aboard the White Star 
liner -Majestic the views of Mayor 
Walker. He viewed the piers from 
the municipal beat Macom and again 
from the deck of the Majestic, which 
extends beyond the end of her pier 
and serves as afi example of un- 
satisfactory docking. :

The city 
had petitioned through the Depart- 
ment of Docks for permission to ad- 
vance the Hudson River pierhead 
line 100 feet into the channel along 
that section of Manhattan extending 
from West Thirtieth to West Seven- 
ty-second Street and the War De- 
partment denied the application. Ex- 
tending the pierhead line would mean 
decreased space for the manoeu- 
vring ‘of ships in the channel, the 
Wear Department pointed out, and 
suggested that the city dig inshore 
if it desiped to lengthen the piers. 
Mayor Walker was of the opinion 
that the Secretary of War would 
change his mind if the situation 
were explained to him on the spot. 

The Secretary was met at the Hotel 
Biltmore by a group of shipping men 
and engineers, escorted to the 
Macom at Twenty-third Street and 
East River and taken on a trip of 
inspection which led through But- 
termilk Channel, past Governors Is- 
land and up North. River to Seventy- 
second Street. There the boat turned 
and went back to the Majestic, which 
was taking on Ay in preparation 
for departure at 4 P. M. 

The party reached the ship shortly 
after noon, Mayor Walker was not 
aboard the Macom during the trip 
about the harbor, but he reached the 
Majestic shortly after Secretary Good 
mr his compssions | and joined them 
at lunch ere was no formal ad- 
dress .and no statement was issued 
by the Mayor or Secretary Good.

DENIES ITALY: DEMANDS 
FEALTY OF EMIGRANTS 


Ambassador Says Massolini Ap- 
proves Netaralization of Italians 
in United States.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25. — The 
Italian Ambassador, Nobile Giacomo 
de Martino, commenting tonight upon 
statements made by Marcus Duf- 
field in an article entitled ‘‘Musso- 
lini’s American Empire, the Fascist | 
Invasion of the United States,”’ ap- ; 
pearing in a magazine, declared that 
‘neither Premier Mussolini, nor 
Fascism, nor the Fascisti League of 
North America has ever opposed or 
attempted to thwart the American- 
ization movement.”’

The Ambassador recalled the fol- | 


lowing statement issued by Premier 
Mussolini in Jomuary, 1928: 

“We are glad to have our people 
who go to-the United States become 
naturalized, but the United States is 
the one country of which we urge 
our ple to become citizens. Amer- 
ica is a country with which we can 
never have anything but the most 
harmonious relations, and to which 
we already owe much. Italians who 
go there should become naturalized 
as soon as they are fit.’’

’ Ethelbert Stewart, chief ‘statistician 
of the Department of Labor, declared 
that. the New Engiand textile worker 
was aware that his industry was not

Mr. Stewart urged organized labor 
to plan carefully its method of deal- 
ing with the problem of technologi- 
cal employment by making a survey 
of the field of labor opportunity. He 
pointed out that the research depart- 
ments of the automobile industries 
have analyzed the market for auto- 
mobiles to a point that compares fa- 


‘vorably with the actuarial figures

TO KILL ‘CALLER 
Cartridge Explodes as Police 
Place Key in Lock: of. the 
Danna Apartment. 


A. device désigned to ‘fire a bullet 
into the heart of any one who might 
attempt to open the lock in the door 
of the Danna brothers’ apartment at 
144 Roebling Street, Brooklyn, went 
wrong yesterday when , Detectives 
John Ross and John Ryan tried to 
get in: Instead of coming ‘straight 
through the. door the bullet shattered 
the panel, showering the policemen 
with fr ents of ‘wood. hey were 
uninjured. 

Petro Danna and Leonardo Danna 
wefe arrested on Wednesday. after 
they had killed Aaron L. Applebaum, 
a patent lawyer, in his office at 41 
Park Row, ey said he pad spoken 
slightingly of their invention, ‘a ma- 
rine bicycle.

rubber tubes ‘projecting through the 
flooring; a series of pipes leadin 
from the roof to the room and fille 
with water; and an olive oil tin, care- 
full soldered, which. contained 
nothing but moth balls.

Réich Will Deal Directly With the 
United: States Instead of Through 
the World Bank,

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—A sepa- 
rate agreement is under negotiation 
by the United States with Germany 
to provide for a definite and ‘inal 


settlement. of the payments due this| and

Young plan was framed. 

Through the eement, the reduc- 
tion in payments to the United 
States by Germany, as called for in 
the bh ag, plan and as approved in- 
formally by President oover and 
Congressional leaders at a White 
House. conference -last Spring, will 
be committed to the form of a docu- 
ment, which will be submitted te Con- 
eve for approval, and thereby will 

ve much of the, character of the 
war settlements act 1928. 

At the same time, by providing for 
direct payments by rmany of its 
obligations to the United States the 
arrangement. will keep the American 
Government officially detached from 
the Young plan and from the Inter- 
national k of Settlement, which 
is to be the tr: er agent under the 
new reparati ‘plan. 

Details Now Being Studied. 

Details of the agreement are now 
under study at the Treasury Depart- 
ment and are: the subject of con- 
versations between the American 
Embassy in Berlin and the German 
Government. Because of the man 
details that are yet to be settled, of- 
ficials were ‘hesitant in discussing 
the question today and did so only 
because word the. conversations 
had leaked out in Berlin. 

Secretary Stimson explained that 
the negotiatiofBs were beijing con- 
ducted in accordance with the .gen- 
eral sentiment that prevailed at the 
Young olan conference at The 
Hague and with: the views that de- 
veloped :at the. White House confer- 
ence of last Spring, when approval 
was.given the proposal for a scaling 
Gown in American payments due 
from Germany. 

He also pointed out that from the 
first the American Government had 
cecided not. to.be assogiated with 
the Young plan. officially or wita 
the International Bank of Settie- 
ment. The agreement, he. added, 
would be submitted to Congress and 
would require no abandonment of or 
radical changes in the war settle- 
ments act. 

Other officials pointed out that the 
chief benefit of the agreement would 
be the definite and final ‘settlement 
it would give Germany of its obliga- 
tions to the United States, and thet 
in so doing it would be in conformity 
with the general purposes of th 
Young plan. 


Young Plan Not Jeopardized. 


BERLIN, Oct. 25 (4).—It. was au-
